ORDER 

New Delhi, the 30 th June, 1961 

S.O. 16B4/IDRA/18G/67/61.— Whereas it appears to the Central Government 
that for the purpose of securing the equitable distribution and availability at 
fair prices of cement, the supply and distribution of, and trade and commerce 
in, cement should continue to be regulated; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (05 of 1951), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Cement 
Control Order 1958, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Cement Control (Continuance) Order, 1961. 

2. In clause 3, in sub-clause (1) (b) for the words “period of three years” 

the words “period of six years” shall be substituted.
